GOLDEN  EAGLE  AWARD 


The  Golden  Eagle  Award  is  a  Pro¬ 
gram  developed  by  the  Illinois  State 
Police  to  curb  vehicle  theft. 

If  you  see  a  vehicle  that  you  think  is 
being  stolen,  or  a  possible  chop  shop 
in  your  area,  report  it  immediately  to 
your  nearest  State  Police  Head¬ 
quarters. 
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What  Should  You  Do  When  You 
Discover  Your  Vehicle  Has 
Been  Stolen? 

•  Promptly  report  it  to  the  nearest  police 
agency. 

Remember,  time  is  very  important.  The 
quicker  you  report  your  vehicle  as  stolen,  the 
greater  the  odds  are  that  it  may  be  recovered. 
The  longer  you  wait  to  report  it,  the  easier 
you  make  it  for  the  thief.  A  chop  shop  can 
completely  disassemble  a  vehicle  within  one 
hour. 

•  Provide  the  police  agency  with  a  complete 
description  of  your  vehicle. 

•  Inform  the  police  agency  with  the  time  and 
date  you  last  observed  your  vehicle. 

•  The  police  agency  will  need  to  know  the 
location  from  where  your  vehicle  was  stolen. 

•  If  there  is  anything  that  makes  your  vehicle 
different  or  unusual,  (special  equipment, 
dents,  or  color  tone)  be  sure  to  provide  that 
information  to  the  police  agency.  Informa¬ 
tion  of  this  nature  may  aid  in  the  recovery  of 
your  vehicle. 

Remember: 

Report  It  Immediately! 
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
